HE very day of 
Mayor Noonan’s 
election the wise 
meu shook their 
heads and looked 
ateach other ina 
knowing way. 
There was a Dem- 
ocratic Mayor 
elected and a Re 
publican Coun- 
oil. The wise 
men opened the 
weather eye and 
predicted trouble 
ahead and saw in 
the dim, unde- 
fined future little 
squalis and heavy 
storms climaxed 
by a great upheavaland a painful annihila- 
ting crash of two strong political elements 
coming into conflict with each other. These 
predictions were scoffed at and looked upon 
by the more hopeful as unwarranted alarms. 
Were the prophets right? Is the Council 
‘laying for“ the Mayor? 

A little clique of Republican Councilmen, 
headed by one not far from the top of the 
rbeap and still aspiring, has been nosing about 
gathering facts and fiction and sifting and 
sorting at various informal meetings of from 
one to five members. Their researches fora 
body of opposite politics from those of the 
object of their investigation have a very 
peculiar tinge and the belief is widespread 
and growing daily stronger thatthe Council, 
or a portion of the moving power of the Coun- 
cil, is only waiting f a ‘‘cinch’’ before it

It is even 
asserted that the char were actually in 
type and ready for publication, The reason 
of their non-appearance is ‘ascribed to 
the fact thatthe bill was signed, removing 
the necessity of springing the scheme. The 
Mayor’s friends deny thatthe impeachment 
plan ever reached his ears before he had 


signed the bill, and that he did 
not hear of the plan until some 
time afterwards. Secretary Meade, 


whose friendship to bis chief now seems quas- 
tionable had heard the 827. but he did not 
say whether he had told the Mayor ot the — 
ter or not. The question then naturally 
sented itself: On what grounds were t — 
gentlemen to base their charges of — 
ment and what did they have in reserve? 

One thing they expected to have was a 
vetoed elevated bill, Another was the snub 
of the People’s Railway Joint Investigating 
Committee.

RE-ARRESTS ORDERED. 

Late this afternoon the Mayor took hold of 
the Butler matter and didso inalively and 
decided manner. After looking over the evi- 
dence on file in his office he prompt- 
ly decided that the circumstances 
warranted some immediate steps and in ac- 
cordance with that decision he ordered the 
Chief of Police to RO to work 
immediately and re-arrest all parties 
concerned in the Two-Johns raid on last Fri- 
day night, who had been arrested before and 
released on account of the dismissal of their 
cases by City Attorney Butler. 

The Mayor had it well understood that he

would instruct the City Counsellor to go ahead 
and prosecute all of the cases to the full ex- 
tent of the law. 

After taking this step the Ma aypr rested on 
his oars, and will Investigate Butler and 
hear his story later. The prompt and de- 
cided action of hishonorin this case knocks 
another propfrom under tne stracture erected 
by the Councilmen.

Judge Thayer Decides That They Are Not 


Exempt From Duty as Jurors. 
An interesting decision regarding ‘‘exemp- 


tion from jury duty’’ and defining what the 
Fire Wardens’ organization is or is supposed 
to be, was delivered by Judge A. M. Thayer in 
the United States Circuit Court this morning. 
He sala: 


**One of the jurors summoned for service at 


this term yesterday presented to me a certifi- 


cate, issued by the Board of Fire Wardens of 
the city of St. Louis, which certifies in sub- 
stance that the juror is a member of that or- 
ganization and has served therein since 
about Novemberl, 1887. On the strength of 
such certificates of membership and service 


be claims exemption from jury duty. By sec. 


800, Revised Statutes of the United States, 
jurors in this court must have the same quali- 


fications and are entitled to the same ex- 


emptions as jurors in the highest law courts 
ofthe State. In Missouri ‘a member of anv 
voluntary fire company duly organized and 
ready for active service’ and ‘persons em- 
ployed in any paid fire department’ are not 
subject to jury duty.

The dressiest of equestrians vary the extreme 
simplicity of their stylish habits with dainty 
white pique vests, which show atthe throat 
where the basque is turned back in tiny lapels 
and below the waists where itis slightly cut 
away.

The Olive Street, Cable & Western and 
Lindell May Ultimately Be Controlled 
by One Company—Terms of the Recent 
Sale—What Wes Paid fora Controlling 
Interest—The Policy of the Purchasers. 


VERY preliminary to 

the closing of the 
Lindell Rallway deal 
has been arranged. 
Practically, but not 
absolutely, the road 
has been sold. The 
bidders for the stock 
have agreed with 
the holders on & 
price, and the hold- 
ers have put an 
amount of stock equal to a controlling inter- 
est in the hands of Mr. Edwards Whittaker of 
Matthews & Whittaker,against a forfeit which 
is 80 large that those who own it will never let 
it go. Except for the formal exchange of 
stock for money, the road has been sold, and 
it will soon pass into other hands. The pur- 
chasers now have a control, but they are will- 
ing to buy whatever stock may be offered, and 
to indicate their disposition to the stock- 
holders they sent out the following circular 
last night: 

The managers of the Lindell Railway Co. 
have disposed of their holdings, a majority of 
the stock of this company. fFrovision has 
been made for any stockholder to dispose of 

is or their boldings on the same terms, pro- 
vided said stock is deposited with the under- 


signed on or before October 1. 1889.

WHAT HAS BEEN 8OLD. 

The amountof the stock which has already 
been sold has not been made known, but it 
can easily be approximated. The company 
is capitalized for $600,000, divided into 6,000 
shares. The statement which has been made 
that 6,000 shares of the stock had 
changed hands is untrue. iThat 
would be the entire stock of the 
company. A little more than half, 3,000 
shares, bas been bought, but only a little 
more. The price was about $170. The bonded 
debt of the company is $150,000, but only $7, - 
500 of bomds have been issued. The pur- 
chasers paidin the neighborhood of $500,000 
for their stock and assumed the indebtedness 
of $87,500. They also took the outstanding 
contracts for electrical ‘improvements, which 
amount to something under $200,000. Thus far 
the whole transaction comes within $800,000, 
but the amount willbe swelled if the stock- 
holders respond to the ciroular which nas 
been sent out. 

THE PURCHASERS’ POLICY. 

Just what improvements are to be made is 


one of the secrets of the syndicate, but this 
much is knewn, that the western ends of both 
the Washington and Chouteau avenue lines 
will be operated by electricity within 
a oy short time. The Chouteau avenue 
line will be extended from Compton avenue 
to Forest Park. The tracks are already down 
as far as Rock Springs and the overhead wires 
suspended. The Washington avenue exten- 
sion willrun from Vandeventer avenue west 
on Fairfax avenue to Taylor,thence to Finney, 
east to Grand, then over the present tracks. 
The company’s franchise permits it to use the 
overhead wires as far east as Jefferson ave- 
nue, and this line is nearly completed. It will 
be in operation within a very shorttime. The 
purchasers, of course, contemplate other im- 
provements, but they «4 that their plans are 
not yet defined sufficientiy to justify them in 
making them known. 
BEGINNING A BIG DEAL. 
It is probable that this isthe beginning ofa 
big dealin street railroads. There are vague, 
indefinite rumors of various kinds, but it is 
difficult to get any positive information. One 
entieman whois connected with the Lindell 
Jo. said to-day: It is now pretty well 
settied that when the change of management 
takes place our road will go to the owners of 
the Olive street line. About one-sixth of the 
Lindell stock has been owned by the Olive 
street men for a number of years. and 
since the advent of electricity, the fail- 
ure of one cable line in Sst. Louis 
and the issuing of attachments against 
another in Kansas City, the cable men begin 
to see that acostly cable plant, with a large 
interest account, cannot be successfully run 
In competition with an electric road, which 
can be operated more cheaply. And then, 
too, itis more pleasant to ride on, which di- 
verts 8 from the cable lines to it. 
The Olive street managers saw what a danger- 
ous rival they were likely to have, and before 
they began to lose travel they scooped in the 
stock of the Lindell.’’ 
DAN CATLIN’S SCHEME. 

It is a fact that the Olive street owners are 
the holders of one-sixth of the stock of the 
Lindell, and Mr. Dan Catlin, who is connected 
with the Olive street, came very near being 
one ofthe active men in the Lindell. The 
Lindell’s stock has been held by over a hun- 
dred stockholders. Some of them were wid- 
ows,some were orphans, and others were 
the holders of onlya few shares. For this 
reason it was almost impossible to 
get the stockholders to agree on any question 
and it was absolutely impossible to get them 
to put up any money for improvements. The 
result of this was that the improvements 
which have been made recently have been 
peid for with money raised on the personal 
notes of the wealthy officers of the company. 
Since such extensive improvements were to 
be made it

AN ERRATIC STORM 


Now Raging in the Lake Region Which Will 
Affect St. Louis Weather. @ 


The Signal Service Bureau is all put out over 
the erratic and unexplained cause of a storm 
now raging in the Northern lake regions, and 
some effect of the storm is looked for in this 
region. Yesterday morning the lowest ba- 
rometer in the country was at Boston and 
Eastern Massachusetts. The next low 
est reading was north of Lake 


Superior, extending into Canada. Yesterda 
evening the lowest barometer reading, whic 
is always taken as the storm center, had 
moved west to Lake Erie. A low barometric 
pressure will not move west once in five hun- 
dred times, and the action of this one has puz- 
zled the service. The barometer reading this 
morning was even worse, it being shown that 
the low barometer had moved further west 
beyond Lake Erie, and the low barometer 
which prevailed inthe northern part of Lake 
Superior had moved east, indicating that the 
two had joined and produced the effect which 
is narrated in the telegraph columns about 
a terrific storm on Lake Erie, followed by loss 
of life and great damage to property. Where 
this erratic storm-center will move to next 
cannot be determined. Asit is not runnin 
on schedule time or course it may travel Sout 
or return East. In either ease It will change 
the temperature in this-region, and hence it 
canny yet be said whether to-morrow will be 
a clofdy or clear day. Other indications point 
to a higher temperature.

N THENS, August

ical school and that

It is not a large school and its students sel- 
dom number more than eight er ten persons. 
It is a school of specialists, and it pays atten- 
tion to nothing else but Greek and the classics. 
Last year it had eight students and among 
these were two young lady graduates of 


Wellesley College, Massachusets. 
THE WELLESLEY GIRLS 
proved themselves fully the equals of the men 


in their work on the Greek poets and they can 
patch up old statues, decipher inscriptions 
and direct excavation quite as well as their 
brothers. These students devote a part of 
their time to Greek architecture and they have 
done a great deal in settling some of the 


questions of Greek history. One of them, 


Mr. Buck, has been excavating near Marathon 
and has determined the site of ancient 


Icaria where he uncovered an old temple.

Prof. Tarbell has been superintending ex- 
cavations at Anthedon, in Boetia, and Prof. 
Waldstein has made some successful excava- 
tions pear the site of old Thebes. 

Il visited the American school this after- 
noon. It stands just outside the city about a 
mile from the palace of the King on the slope 
of Mount Lykabettos and not far off from the 
olive surrounded home of Sophocies. You go 
by the aqueduct which Hadrian builtin your 
drive to it, and on its base you have a fine 
view of the great ruins of the Parthenon 
which stands oo feet above modern Athens on 
u rocky hill not more than a mile away. 
Standing upon its roof you can see 

THE MOST FAMOUS PLACBS 

in Greek history and all about you is the 
beautiful country of the Greek classics. The 
location is most healthy and the breezes from 
the sea, which shines like blue diamonds, at 
the cast and from the silver-gray mountains 
which on all sides kiss the blue skies are fresh 
and pure. No atmosphere could be better tor 
guch study than this and every surrounding is 
Classic. The bullding is a fine three-story 
structure of brick covered with yellow stucco. 
It is well furnished and it has a fine technical 
library. The building cost between : 

and $30,000 and the ground was given by the 
Greek Government through the diplomatic 
efforts of our Minister, Mr. Waiker Fearn, 
who is interested In the work of the school. 

Within a short distance of this American 
school is the home of Dr. Schliemann, the 

reatest Grecian explorer, It has a marble 
necription on its front in Greek meanin 
‘*palace of liion,’’ and it is nearer a Gree 
Palace than any private residence I have ever 
seen. A greut square, & structure 
ofthe purest pentelic marble, the edges of 
ite roof are crowned with massive marble 
statues which stand boldly out against this 
bluest of Grecian skies. These repre- 
pent some of the figures most 
famous in Greek history an oetry, and 
each of them is a work of fine art. 
ln the front of the agg | are two porches or 
lodges cut into the walis, and looking out 
through great marble Ionic pillars. The ceil- 
ings of these are frescoed, and they make you 
think of some of the prettiest features of the 
ARCHITSECTURB OF VENICE. 

The house stands even with the street, but on 
its right and its left are gardens, in which 
beautiful statues look out, surrounded by rose 
trees. Bushes of roses climb over the wind- 
ing marbie steps that lead up to the mansion, 
and every one of the many rooms of the in- 
terior reminds one of old Greece. The whole 
house is foored with mosaic in small bits, put 
together in the shapes of old Greek vases 
and figures. You find Greek columns in the 
halls, and the stairs of the building are mar- 
ble. The whole house is frescoed and many 
of the paintings reminds one of the walls of 
Pompeil. On some of the walla are yerses in 
Greek characters from the old poets. A bust 
ot Homer stands on the marble mantel of the 
ball-room, looming. out between Jupiter and 
Hera. There are busts of Minerva and pict- 
ures from the Iliad. The library contains 
thousands of volumes and its front windows

Prof. Goodwin of Harvard and 
Prof. Merriam of Columbia have each spent a 
year here. Until this year the head of the 
schoo! has been one of these professors sent 
outfrom home for one year to be relieved 
atthe end of that time Dv some one from 
another American college. At pres- 
ent, however, a permanent head 
has been chosen, and this head is Dr. 
Charles Waldstein of New York, who has 
made himselffamous in the classics and in 
archeological study at King’s College, Cam- 
bridge, England. Dr. Waldstein held a high 
professorship at Cambridge and he stands at 
the very head of the professors of Europe in 
hisspecialty. He will be assisted by profes- 
s0rs sent outfrom America, and there is no

ST. LOUIS IN THE LEAD. 

After the estimates were made a number of 
Eastern papers declared that the population 
contiguous to New York nad been largely un- 
derestimated, and great pains were taken to 
compile statistics showing the present popu- 
lation of the States enclosed by the Hyde 
circles. The figures obtained in this way 
were natufally somewhat colored in 
favor of New York, and can be 
relied upon to do fulle justice 
tothatcity. Mr. Hyde carefully collated tne 
estimates as given, and set to work to demon- 
strate the fact that on the Eastern figures the 
excess of popuiation in favor of St. Louls was 
decidedly larger than that shown by the origi- 
nalmap. According to the present estimates 
the population contiguous to New York 16 24, 
385, 707, that adjacent to Chicag”® 27,430,779, and 
that tributary to St. Louls 30,584,905. This 
shows an increase of over 4,000,000 within the 
New York circie, a little over 6,000,000 within 
the Sg circle, and neariy seven million 
in St. Louls territory. Thus St. Louis, ahead 
at first, is still farther ahead on the basis of 
the estimates made by its rivals.
